Your effective mobilization and advocacy definitely influenced the outcome of the vote. The matter next comes to the full City Council so you should track it with the City Clerk's Office to 
determine when the the item will be scheduled before the full City Council. PLUM Committee's vote is only a recommendation to the full City Council. Technically the public hearing was 
already held, but any Council Member can call the item ''special'' and reopen the discussion; in addition, if a member of the public submits a speaker's card, then the item is reopened for 
discussion. 

I recommend, if you can pull it off again, to mobilize for the full Council session - No need to submit speaker's cards this time but only have a strong visible presence. You don't know if 
the Cultural Heritage Commissioners or Office of Historic Resources or LA Conservancy will attempt to reverse the recommendation. The goal would be for the Council to adopt the 
PLUM Committee Report as a "consent" item without further debate.
